There are few co lleges in Ohio who se administra­ 
to rs are 
so bered by the disastro us fire which de­ 
stro yed Old Kenyo n, the o ldest building o n the cam­ 
pus at Kenyo n. 
Other co lleges, to o , have buildings 
made precio us by age and traditio n which might be 
the scenes o f tragedies. And many o f them, like Old 
Kenvo n, are in use as student living quarters. 
This is o ne o f the security pro blems In a co untry 
gro wing o ld and valuing Its shrines. Tremendo us pro ­ 
gress has been made in this century to ward security 
fro m fire. 
But no t every building which presents a 
unusual security risk can be replaced with a safe 
structure. 
Even If funds 
fo r replacements 
were 
available, the hallo wed o ld buildings wo uld be pre­ 
served. 
A certain amo unt o f risk must be accepted, there­ 
fo re 
There is no Justificatio n fo r any o utcry against 
it. Kenyo n co llege has lo st a valued landmark which 
will be replaced by a mo dem firepro o f structure. 
But Old Kenyo n canno t be replaced, no r the Uves 
which were lo st in its destructio n by fire after 122 
years. 


The Priv ilege ol Talk 
It wo uld be mo st co nvenient If the filibuster were 
100 percent bad. In that event, it co uld be o utlawed 
In co ngress and everybo dy co uld live happily ever 
after. But the pro blem isn’t that simple. 
The time-ho no red custo m o f talking things to 
death isn't co nfined to legislatures. Lawmakers have 
bo rro wed it fro m the public at large. 
They have 
no mo no po ly o n talk. 
Filibustering In co ngress has bo th defenders and 
critics. But It all depends o n who they* are and what 
they want to do ; they are Interchangeable. 
So utherners usually defend the filibuster because 
K’s their pro tectio n as members o f a sectio nal min­ 
o rity. B ut there have been tiro es when no rtherners 
were criticised by so utherners fo r filibustering. 
Right no w there’s s mo ve in the U. S. senate to 
o utlaw the filibuster fo rever by changing the rule* o f 
debate. So utherners are ex pected to stage a filibus­ 
ter to sto p this mo ve to « to p filibusters 
They will 
be made to lo o k fo o lish; filibusters always lo o k fo o lish. 
They will be called names. 
It will be charged that 
thes are making a mo ckery o f co ngressio nal dignity. 
B ut It will be wise to remember th at the filibuster la. 
in the last analysis, o ne o f the safeguards o f freedo m. 
No o ne had the right to talk as lo ng as he co uld keep 
talking In H itlers Germany, o r in Musso lini’s Italy. 
No o ne has the right to talk o ut o f turn In Stalin's 
Russia. The filibuster is no t 100 percent bad. Thera 
might co me a time in America when it wo uld be the 
salvatio n o f freedo m.

II Blood Clot Forms In Leg

Many 
peo ple are puzzled when 
they learn th at lt is po ssible fo r 
’he blo o d to clo t within the veins, 
rhcre are a go o d manv reaso ns why 
this iftay so metimes happen, includ­ 
ing the very nature o f Its flo w 
thro ugh the veins. 
Pumped o utward by 
the heart, 
the blo o d must make its return trip 
witho ut benefit o f this po wer and 
if ten, as when lt travels upward 
fro m the legs, against the fo rce o f 
ravity. In this situatio n, pressure 
f active muscles against the veins 
s o f utmo st impo rtance in keeping 
the blo o d mo ving. Thus, during any 
o ng stay in bed, ths> blo o d in the 
'.eg veins mo ves 
sluggishly 
and 
here Is likeliho o d th at a clo t may 
Term. 
Injury o r Infectio n 
Tire blo o d also tends to clo t In the 
vresenre o f an injurv o r Infectio n. 
Hence, damage to the lining o f the 
vails o f the veins, either fro m in- 
ectio q, tearing, o r crushing, may 
bring abo ut clo tting. Disease o f the 
blo o d itself, such as anemia, may 
¿•ause It to clo t with mo re than no r­ 
mal rapidity, particularly tn the leg 
veins where, as I ex plained earlier, 
the flo w tends to be so mewhat slo w­ 
er than tn o ther parts o f the bo dy. 
A co mmo n fo rm o f this co nditio n 
is kno wn as “milk leg,” nearly al­ 
ways asso ciated with 
a 
pro lo nged 
perio d in bed, either fo llo wing o p­ 
eratio n o r childbirth, tho ugh o nce 
in a while it may develo p us a co m­ 
plicatio n o f typho id fever and pneu­ 
mo nia. 


In this diso rder, there is fever 
and an increase» In the pulse rate 
| which Is so o n fo llo wed bv pain, mo st 
1 co mmo nly felt in the gro in and in 
1 the inner surface o f the thigh. The 
pain varies in severity. The amo unt 
o f pains 
present 
depends 
upo n 
; whether o r no t there is a spasm o f 
¡the affected bleed vessels. Within 
12 to 24 ho urs, there is so me swelling 
o f the leg due to the co llectio n o f 
lluid In the tissues. The skin Is 
p a l\ altho ugh in the early stages 
it mav have a blu'sh tinge. The feet 
feel co ld, and the lymph glands in 
the gro in may be enlarged. 
This acute perio d o f the disease 
may last as lo ng as fo ur to six 
we tt. but, as a rule, lt is o ver with­ 
in 10 to 14 days. This may be fo l­ 
lo wed bv a pro lo nged perio d in 
whi h the leg Is co ld and aching 
and the swelling o f the tissues per­ 
sists. 
Starts Suddenly 
In ancther type cf blo o d clo t fo r­ 
matio n in the veins in the legs, the 
co nditio n starts suddenly with a se­ 
vere pain In the calf o f the leg fo l­ 
lo wing so me slight strain o r injury. 
It may co me o n while walking o r 
playing tennis. The pain is intense 
and acuta. There is fever with rapid 
pulse, tenderness tn tHF calf mus­ 
cle. the fo o t is co ld and pale, and 
there is so me swelling o f the tissues 
aro und lire ankle. 
Recently it has been 
suggested 
that much 
o f the difficulty fro m 
these co nditio ns can be warded o ff 
if early in the co urse o f the diso rder 
an injectio n o f a lo cal anesthetic is

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LABOR PARTY 
TO EXPAND 
ITS CONTROLS 


English Think oi Taking 
Over More oi Brit­ 
ish Industry 


LONDON, March I— (AP> — Lead­ 
ers of Britain’s labor party have de­ 
cided to expand their program for 
government ownership of basic in­ 
dustry, reliable informants say. 
Party leaders and cabinet offi­ 
cials, headed by Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee 
held 
a 
weekend 
meeting at Shawklin on the Isle of 
Wight. The meeting was closed, but 
reports of the discussions came from 
reliable sources. 
The informants said the sugar 
refining and water supply industries 
already are on a tentative national­ 
ization list to be offered in next 
year’s general election platform. 
The chemical industry ’quite pos­ 
sibly" will be added to the list, the 
informants said. 
It was understood that 
trade 
union objections resulted in leaving 
the shipbuilding industry off the 
nationalization list. Flour milling 
also was reported put aside for the 
present. 
Examines Industries 
‘But the party has been examin 
ing 20 of 30 industries to see which 
are the most suitable and there may 
be some surprises before 1950," an 
informant said. 
The Labor government already 
has taken over oveseas airways, the 
Bank of England, cable and wireless 
communications, coal mines, rail­ 
road and Inland water transport 
and electricity supply. The steel 
nationalization bill now Is in parlia­ 
ment. Radio broadcasting was gov­ 
ernment-owned before the Laborites 
took over the government. 
British newspaper reports today 
said the conference decided to bear 
down on moves to cut living costs, 
ecpecially a reform in the system of 
distribution of food and other neces­ 
sities. An observer for the pro-gov- 
eminent DWly 
Mirror 
said 
the 
plan w;as to overhaul the whole 
system of getting goods to the house­ 
wife by cutting out many middle­ 
men. 
Other observers said labor would 
not press distribution reform to the 
point of nationalization and would 
keep hands off the cooperative 
movement. 
The Liberal News Chronicle said 
the reform would not affect the 
small retailer. 
The c o n f e r e n s e presumably 
marked the start of the campaign 
for the general elections expected 
to be called for June, 1950. 
It was held after a labor victory- 
last week in a 
key 
London 
by 
election and amid a growing contro 
versy within the Conservative party 
over the 
leadership 
of 
Winston 
Churchill. 
The defeat in the crucial South 
Hammersmith district came as a 
blow to Conservative leaders. In­ 
sider say post mortems have re­ 
sulted In a rising demand for dras­ 
tic revision of Tory 
tactics. 
The 
Tories have failed to win a seat 
held by a Labor member in 31 by- 
elections since 1945. 
Churchill's critics said his attacks 
on the Labor party have not offered 
constructive counter-proposals, A 
high Conservative leader said re­ 
cently of the 73-year-old Churchill, 
wartime idol who still is the party’s 
top figure: 
"They cheer for Churchill but 
they vote for Labor 
The criticism of Churchill broke 
into print, significantly, in 
Lord 
Oamroee’» conservative Daily Tele­ 
graph which reported "serious un­ 
rest" abong conaerative members 
of parliament 
Meanwhile, the Communist#, who 
have only two members among the 
«40 in commons, issued a manifesto 
declaring war on the Labor party 
The Laborites rejected Communist 
support in the South Hammersmith 
ejection and tire Communists threat­ 
ened to retaliate by putting up 100 
candidates in the general election 
next year
